The  Rural  District  of  Freebridge  Lynn  comprises  69,299  Acres  devoted  to  Agriculture, 
and  the  chief  occupation  of  the  Inhabitants- is  Agricultural, 

VITAL  STATISTICS. — The  total  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  257:  Boys  129,  Girls  128,  this  is 
an  increase  of  20  compared  with  1912.  The  Birth  rate  in  1913 — 21.2.  DEATHS. — The  total  number 
of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was  147  ; 3 of  these  were  of  non-residents,  there  were  18  deaths  of 
Residents  who  died  out  of  the  District  bringing  the  number  to  162.  The  death  rate  13.3,  about  the 
same  as  for  1912. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. — There  were  19  deaths  of  children  under  1 year,  a decrease  of  3 from  1912. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases.  10  of  the  19  were  from  Premature  birth,  etc.,  and  did  not 
survive  1 week 

The  rate  per  1000  births — 73.5,  this  is  the  lowest  rate  since  1910,  and  compare  very  favourably  with 
other  Rural  Districts. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  43,  including  19  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis.  The  localities  affected  are  as  under : — 

Castle  Rising  District — 7.  Gayton  District — 23.  Hillington  District — 13. 

DIPHTHERIA. — 4 cases  of  a mild  type  were  notified.  2 in  the  same  house  at  Bawsey  ; 2 in  the  same  house 

at  Leziate. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — 14  cases  were  notified — Grimstone  village  5 — the  first  case  was  a visitor  from  Lynn,  and 
the  other  4 were  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  this  case,  and  undoubtedly  contracted  it  from  the 
above  case.  Castleacre  village  3 cases — source  of  infection  untraceable.  East  Winch  2 cases.  Gayton, 
West  Bilney,  Setchey  and  Gay  wood  1 case  each — source  of  infection  in  above  cases  untraceable. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. — 4 cases  were  notified — 2 in  Harpley,  1 in  Ashwicken,  1 West  Winch — 2 of  the  above 
cases  were  living  out  of  the  District  and  were  sent  home  ill,  and  subsequently  diagnosed  as  Enteric ; in 
the  two  cases  that  I was  able  to  investigate,  the  drinking  of  impure  water  was  deemed  to  be  the  cause  ; 
2 of  the  4 cases  died. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — 1 case,  Gaywood,  ending  fatally. 

ERYSIPELAS. — 1 case,  Middleton. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. — 12  notifications  received. — Gayton  District  7,  Castle  Rising  District  3, 
Hillington  District  2.  There  were  6 deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis  7 notifications  received. — Hillington  District  4,  Castle  Rising  District  2, 
Gayton  District  1.  There  were  4 deaths  from  other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 


WATER  SUPPLY. — The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  mainly  from  Wells.  In  two  Villages  water  is  laid 
on  (1)  Gaywood  from  the  Lynn  Waterworks  at  Gayton  ; (2)  Castle  Rising  from  the  Babingley  Stream. 

In  some  parts  of  the  District  water  is  supplied  from  running  streams,  and  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
District  as  a whole  is  very  fair,  but  in  the  case  of  Great  Massingham,  it  is  difficult  to  get  a supply  of  pure 
water,  and  as  yet  the  supply  from  the  New  Well  is  too  impure  to  allow  of  being  used  for  drinking  pur- 
poses, and  it  is  proposed  to  sink  a tube  to  see  if  pure  water  can  be  found.  The  present  well  is  evidently 
contaminated  by  surface  water  leaking  into  it ; in  the  summer  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
(Dr.  Nash)  and  myself  investigated  the  surroundings  of  this  well,  in  company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  we  found  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  well  highly  polluted  by  present  and  past  sewage 
material,  and  in  our  opinion  the  present  site  of  the  well  is  quite  unsuitable  for  a well. 

Seven  samples  of  water  have  been  submitted  to  Bacteriological  Examination,  and  in  only  two  cases 
have  the  results  been  satisfactory — Soignee  cottages,  Westacre,  and  Ashwicken  School  supplies. 

DRAINAGE. — Castleacre  and  Gaywood  are  the  only  two  villages  that  have  a drainage  system,  in  all  other 
cases  the  people  have  to  dispose  of  their  slops  and  refuse,  by  taking  them  to  their  allotments  or  to  holes 
dug  in  the  garden  and  away  from  the  house.  Care  has  been  taken  to  see  that  these  holes  are  not  made 
too  big,  and  that  fresh  ones  be  constantly  made,  so  as  to  prevent  them  becoming  a nuisance  or  a breeding 
place  for  flies. 

Thirty-six  sanitary  dustbins  have  been  supplied  to  cases  having  no  means  of  disposal  of  refuse. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  is  mostly  of  the  vault  and  pail  types,  and  in  some  few  places  water  closets. 
In  villages  where  scavenging  is  done,  9 vault  closets  have  been  converted  into  pails.  Insufficient  closet 
accommodation  was  found  in  5 cases,  and  5 pail  closets  have  been  provided. 

SCAVENGING. — Gaywood,  Castleacre  and  Great  Massingham  have  a Scavenger  each,  to  collect  the  contents 
of  sanitary  pails,  and  the  work  has  been  satisfactorily  done,  in  the  few  cases  that  we  came  across  of  foul 
pails,  it  was  not  the  fault  of  the  Scavenger, 

In  the  case  of  Grimstone  village,  53  cases  of  insufficient  accommodation  for  disposal  of  sewage,  etc., 
were  found,  and  the  attention  of  the  Parish  Council  was  drawn  to  the  desirability  of  appointing  a 
Scavenger. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. — Objection  was  taken  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  myself  to  Sutton’s  fellmong- 
ering  premises  at  East  Winch,  the  premises  not  being  structurally  suitable.  This  has  since  been  remedied, 
and  the  license  granted.  In  the  cases  of  the  other  fellmongering  premises  at  Gaywood  and  Grimstone,  all 
have  been  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received.  One  case  of 
carrying  on  a fellmonger’s  business  without  a license  was  found  at  East  Winch,  and  this  has  been  stopped. 

COW-SHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. — Have  been  frequently  visited,  and  instructions  given  in  6 cases  to  cleanse 
and  limewash,  and  in  4 cases  structural  defects  were  found  and  are  being  attended  to. 

BAKE-HOUSES  visited,  and  found  satisfactory. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  have  been  frequently  visited  and  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition,  no  unsound 
or  diseased  meat  has  been  found. 
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HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. — 537  inspections  have  been  made  in  5 different  Parishes, 
Middleton,  Grimstone,  Westacre,  East  Winch,  and  Little  Massingham.  The  following  percentages  of 
defects  have  been  found  : —

Four  cases  of  Overcrowding  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

No  applications  for  Cottages  to  be  built  have  been  received  by  the  District  Council  this  year,  although 
cottages  of  a different  type  to  the  present  are  badly  wanted  in  every  village,  there  being  so  many  cottages 
with  one  or  at  most  two  bedrooms,  and  are  not  suitable  for  large  families. 

Eighteen  new  Houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year — East  Winch  4,  Little  Massingham  2, 
Gay  ton  2,  Grimstone  2,  Flitcham  1,  Gay  wood  3,  Pentney  4;  the  four  at  Pentney  have  been  erected  by  the 
District  Council,  in  response  to  the  Local  Government  Board  enquiry. 

Full  particulars  of  the  other  work  done  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  for  the  year,  are 
contained  in  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  Report  appended. 

No  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year.

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OP 

LOUIS  FREDERIC  BECKWITH,  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 


MR.  CHAIRMAN  & GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1913. 

2759  Inspections  have  been  made,  37  complaints  have  been  received,  439  nuisances  and  defects  were 
detected  without  complaint. 

192  Notices  have  been  served,  17  verbal  Notices  have  been  given,  and  476  nuisances  have  been  abated 
and  defects  remedied. 

The  various  nuisances  and  defects  complained  of  and  detected,  with  respect  to  dwelling-houses  were  as 
follows  : — Defective  roofs,  ceilings,  windows,  floors,  doors,  leaky  roofs,  fixed  windows,  damp  floors  and  walls, 
dilapidated  closets,  defective  cesspools  and  well  covers,  blocked  drains,  offensive  refuse  heaps,  foul  closets  and 
defective  closet  pails,  insufficient  closet  accommodation,  and  a polluted  water  supply. 

A large  number  of  cottages  have  scarcely  any  accommodation  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  sanitary  dustbins 
have  been  supplied  by  the  various  owners,  which  are  regularly  emptied  by  a scavenger,  or  taken  away  by  the 
tenant  to  an  allotment. 

36  Dustbins  in  all  have  been  supplied. 

9 Vault  Closets  have  been  converted  into  pail  closets,  and  proper  sanitary  pails  provided. 

10  Pail  Closets  are  being  converted  into  water  closets,  which  are  to  be  connected  to  a sewer. 

17  New  Closet  pails  have  been  supplied  to  replace  defective  ones. 

5 New  Pail  Closets  have  been  erected,  where  insufficient  accommodation  had  been  provided. 

1 9 Dilapidated  Closets  have  been  repaired,  and  put  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

4 Foul  Dykes  which  were  causing  serious  nuisances  have  been  cleansed. 

10  Offensive  refuse  heaps  have  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

4 Foul  Closets  have  been  emptied,  and  nuisances  abated. 

2 Cases  of  Animals  improperly  kept,  have  been  dealt  with  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

A special  inspection  was  made  in  the  Parish  of  Grimstone,  respecting  the  disposal  of  refuse,  it  was  found 
53  houses  were  without  sufficient  or  proper  accommodation  for  disposing  of  their  refuse,  the  chief  reason  being, 
that  so  many  of  the  cottages  had  such  a small  area  of  garden  adjoining  the  cottage.  The  various  owners  are 
taking  steps  for  the  removal  of  refuse  from  the  premises  of  the  cottages  affected.  Observation  will  be  kept  to 
see  whether  this  mode  of  removal  of  refuse  will  prove  efficient,  should  it  not,  another  system  must  be  adopted. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — 7 samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  analysis,  and  the  results  of  two  only  proved  to 
he  satisfactory,  steps  are  being  taken  to  provide  a more  pure  supply,  where  the  contents  of  the  water 
were  found  to  be  unfit  for  dietetic  purposes.  The  Great  Massingham  well  has  been  pumped  out 
twice  during  the  year,  a tube  has  now  been  driven  down  the  well,  and  has  reached  a chalk  strata  at  a 
depth  of  160  feet,  another  sample  of  water  will  be  taken  for  analysis  as  soon  as  it  is  possible. 

A new  4-inch  water  main  has  been  carried  a distance  of  300  yards  further  along  the  Wootton  Road 
in  the  Parish  of  Gaywood,  thus  making  a supply  of  pure  water  available  to  the  large  number  of  houses, 
which  the  main  passes,  the  occupants  of  which  are  deriving  their  supply  from  the  Gaywood  River,  one 
house  has  been  already  supplied  from  the  new  main. 
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DRAINAGE. — There  is  no  proper  drainage  system  in  the  majority  of  the  villages  of  the  District,  the  occupants 
of  the  cottages  dispose  of  their  slop  and  waste  water  by  throwing  it  on  their  gardens,  which  in  some  cases 
is  not  altogether  satisfactory,  persons  have  been  repeatedly  cautioned  about  throwing  the  water  too  close 
to  the  house,  or  to  a well  of  drinking  water. 

An  extension  of  the  Sewer  has  been  carried  out  along  the  Gayton  Road  in  the  Parish  of  Gaywood, 
for  a distance  of  197  yards,  the  drainage  system  of  two  houses  have  been  connected  to  it. 

The  cesspools  along  part  of  the  Wootton  Road  in  this  Parish  are  a continual  trouble,  it  takes  up  a 
great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  scavenger  to  keep  them  emptied,  several  of  the  cesspools  are  on  the  premises 
of  houses,  where  a great  deal  of  water  is  used,  which  fills  the  cesspools  up  very  quickly,  thus  making  it 
impossible  almost  to  cope  with  the  supply.  It  would  greatly  improve  matters  from  a sanitary  point  of 
view,  if  the  sewer  was  extended  along  this  road,  and  all  houses  connected  to  it. 

The  Sewer  in  New  Road,  Gaywood,  has  been  blocked  once  during  the  year,  this  was  attended  to 
at  once,  and  has  been  working  satisfactorily  since. 

8 New  drains  have  been  laid  and  connected  to  cesspools,  and  2 new  drains  have  been  connected 
to  a sewer,  a new  brick  manhole  has  been  constructed  in  the  Parish  Sewer  at  North  Runcton. 


A new  Catch-Pit  door  has  been  put  over  the  clearing  pit  in  the  Sewer  at  Harpley. 

The  Castleacre  Sewer  has  been  regularly  flushed  out,  and  the  discharge  pit  and  dykes  have  been 
thoroughly  cleaned  out. 

All  the  above  Sewers  have  been  working  very  satisfactorily  during  the  whole  year. 

11  Blocked  drains  have  been  put  in  good  working  order.  9 defective  cesspools  have  been  altered 
and  reconstructed.  Several  drains  of  a very  old  type,  have  been  relaid  and  properly  trapped  and 
ventilated.  4 new  cesspools  have  been  built,  and  drains  connected,  where  a sewer  was  not  available, 

DAMPNESS. — There  are  a great  many  Cottages  with  damp  walls  and  floors,  there  being  no  damp-courses 
to  check  the  dampness  from  rising  up  the  walls,  and  through  the  floors,  the  majority  of  the  floors  are 
brick,  laid  directly  on  to  the  soil.  Wood  floors  have  been  substituted  for  the  brick  in  a large  number 
of  cottages,  and  ventilation  provided  underneath,  by  this  means,  it  tends  towards  reducing  to  a large 
extent,  the  very  damp  atmosphere,  which  is  so  prevalent  in  many  of  the  older  cottages. 

One  condemned  cottage,  which  was  being  used  as  a store,  and  standing  in  a very  dangerous 
condition,  has  been  partly  demolished. 


HOUSING  & TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. — 537  Inspections  have  been  made  under  this  Act,  in  company 
with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  5 different  Parishes  — Middleton,  Grimstone,  Westacre,  East 
Winch  and  Little  Massingham.  The  following  percentages  of  defects  were  found  : —

4 Cases  of  serious  over-crowding  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with,  although  great  difficulty  is 
experienced  by  those  affected,  in  obtaining  a cottage  containing  sufficient  air-space  for  their  family, 
because  there  are  so  few  cottages  in  the  District  with  three  bedrooms. 


About  80  per  cent,  of  the  occupants  derive  their  water  supply  from  shallow  wells,  the  water  being 
protected  by  a wood  cover  over  the  top  of  the  well,  very  few  of  these  covers  were  found  defective. 
20  per  cent,  derive  their  water  supply  from  running  streams. 

Notices  have  been  served  on  the  respective  owners  of  the  cottages,  where  defects  were  found, 
most  of  whom  have  complied  very  willingly,  and  have  remedied  these  defects,  leaving  only  about 
5 per  cent,  not  remedied,  but  these  are  receiving  attention. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  put  in  operation  one  closing  order  during  the  whole  year,  as  no 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  owners  to  repair  their  cottages. 


NEW  HOUSES  ERECTED. — East  Winch  4,  Little  Massingham  2,  Gayton  2,  Grimstone  2,  Flitcham  1, 
Gaywood  3,  and  4 at  Pentney  which  have  been  erected  for  the  Rural  District  Council. 
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FACTOEY  & WOEKSHOPS  ACT. — 229  Inspections  have  been  made  under  this  Act: — 7 dirty  workshops 
have  been  cleansed,  and  2 workshops  have  been  registered.  The  majority  of  the  workshops  are  well 
lighted  and  ventilated,  only  2 workshops  were  found  with  insufScient  light  and  ventilation,  these 
defects  have  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

The  Bakehouses  of  the  District  have  been  inspected  at  regular  intervals,  these  have  been  found 
to  be  kept  in  a very  clean  and  satisfactory  condition,  it  has  been  necessary  only  in  one  case  to  instruct 
the  proprietor  to  cleanse  and  white-wash  the  bakehouse. 

SLAUGHTEE-HOUSES.— 119  Inspections  of  various  Slaughter-houses  have  been  made,  6 have  been 
cleansed  and  limewashed,  the  Slaughter-houses  generally  are  kept  in  a very  satisfactory  condition. 

220  Carcases  of  animals  have  been  inspected,  no  unsound  meat  has  been  seized. 

TUBEEOULOSIS  OEDEE  1913. — 2 Cases  have  been  reported  under  this  Order,  one  animal  has  recovered 
to  a large  extent,  the  other  is  still  in  an  emaciated  condition. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIEIES. — Notices  have  been  served  on  6 Cowkeepers  to  cleanse  and  limewash  their 
cowsheds,  4 cowsheds  were  found  with  very  defective  floors, . the  owners  have  been  instructed  to 
attend  to  these  defects,  they  are  at  present  receiving  attention.  The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  generally 
are  kept  clean  and  regularly  limewashed. 

Two  Cowkeepers  have  been  registered. 

The  Fellmongers’  Premises  of  Messrs.  Sutton,  Fountaine,  Lubbock,  Pbillippo  & Leggett,  have 
been  inspected  at  regular  intervals,  the  proprietors  of  the  three  latter  premises  have  conducted  their 
businesses  in  a very  satisfactory  manner,  and  under  very  clean  conditions,  considering  the  natural 
dirty  processes  of  the  trade.  The  premises  used  by  Sutton  in  the  Parish  of  East  Winch,  were  very 
insanitary,  and  not  suitable  for  the  business,  this  License  was  deferred  for  three  months,  until  the 
premises  had  been  rendered  fit  for  conducting  this  trade,  this  has  been  done,  and  the  License 
renewed. 

One  person  was  found  carrying  on  the  trade  as  a Fellmonger  without  a License,  notice  was  given 
him  to  either  make  application  for  a License,  or  to  discontinue  the  trade,  he  has  discontinued  to 
carry  on  the  trade. 

Scavenging  in  the  Parishes  of  Gaywood,  Castleacre  and  Great  Massingham,  has  been  carried  out 
very  satisfactory,  the  scavenging  carts  at  the  two  last-named  Parishes  have  been  repaired,  and  are 
now  in  good  working  order. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  painted,  and  the  roof  made  water-tight. 

PEEVENTION  OF  DISEASES. — 18  Cottages  were  disinfected  after  a period  of  infection,  and  visits  were 
made  at  frequent  intervals.  Disinfectants  have  also  been  supplied  during  periods  of  infectious  disease. 

PETEOLEUM  ACTS. — 4 Carbide  of  Calcium  Licenses  have  been  renewed,  and  1 has  been  granted. 

3 Petroleum  Licenses  have  been  renewed,  and  1 has  been  granted.
